Souz time ago we drew attention to the 
disorgauieation in the Bombay-China trade 
which followed on the olosing of the Indian 
mints to the fros coinage of silver. A val- 
ume of returnsof the forsign trade of Calcutta 
which has just bean issusd exhibits 
similar results oa the outcome of the same 
economio eauscs, The quantily of opium 
shipped from Calcutta to China fell 
from 40,427 to 30,729 owt, the value de- 
slining from 341 to 283 lakhs. With the olos- 
ing of the mints the price of opium fell at 
once, and though subsequently it some- 
what recovered, it was still on the 30th 
June last much below the old figure. 
Opium shipments have never been so amall 
in previous years. Similarly there was a 
marked falling off in the shipments of cot- 
ton twist. These wore abnormally bigh io 
1892.93, but ov euch reaction as took place 
last year could have been explained without 
reference to the effect produced by the cloaure 
of the mints. The dectine in quantity was 
from 104 to2 million pounds, and in value 
from 344 to 7 lakhe. Exports of raw cotton 
foll in even @ more remarkable manner from 
18,000 to 2,000 owt., the lowest figura aver 
tonched before, The axportaof borax, oas- 
tor-cil and ealtpetre, which are items of 
some importance to tho Calcutta-Hongkoag 
trada, were algo affected, and on the whole 
the total trade declined in value from 620 
to 399 lakhs, or 23 per ceut.—fionesr Mail.

‘The strategical and tactical methods of 
the Chinese troops in Korea do not improve 
apon acquaiotauce. From accounts sent by 
military men, we learn that at Song-hwao 
the Chinese pitched their tents and enyi- 
roned them with a parapet, In the West 
when a parapet is erected, the earth Lo build 
it ia taken from a trenoh in front, 
this trench constituting au  eddi- 
tional barrier to the assoulting force, But 
the Chinese “dog no ditches ut Séng-hwau, 
They obtained earth by levelling inequali- 
tive in the ground where the tents were to be 
pitched or by carrying suil from elsewhere. 
‘The height of theae broastworks shows that 
they were intended for big mex, They 
gould nothave keen used conveniently by Jas 
puvese soldiers, Tnodeed, the fine physique 
of the Chinese braves may be inferred from 
the aniforms found at A San and now on 
view in Tokyo.

THE CUSTOMS AND THE DEFENOE 
OF TRE CONCESSIONS, 

Tho question raised by ‘a Defender? in 
our lost week?s issue requires comment. Jt 
is oho which cannot feilto interest nll 
forcigners residing in the Treaty Porte. 
*Dojender' pointed ont that the reason 
given by the Customa’ authorities for pre- 
venting their employég from joining tho 
new volunteer corpa raised to amist in de~ 
fending the eondcasion ia highly illogical. 
At tho mectiog of British srestdenls it was 
atated thet the Commissioner had writtea 
to the officcr in command of tha whole do- 
fence scheme, regretting his inability to al- 
low menihors of the Customs stuff to offer 
their se1 vices, on account of the impropriety 
of thoir appearing in the light of combatants 
vis-a-vis their employers, The Customs 
officers are employed, in the ultimate sense, 
by the Chiness ‘Government, and if the 
volunteera were preparing to rosiat the 
Chinese Government tho Commissioner's 
position would bo intelligible, But tho 
volunteera aro being enrelled, as avery- 
one knows, for no such purpose. Qo 
the contrary, they would, if ever 
called out, be fighting secondarily for 
the Chinese Government, while primarily 
protecting, or endeavouring to protect, their 
own fives und proporiy. In the svent of 
their endeavours proving unsucosesfal, who 
would suffer moat? Who would be called 
upon to pay for any damage done ? Cleaclt 
the Chinese Government, Therefore, all 
mensures taken by foreign resicorts with a 
view to defending themselves and their pro- 
pectpagainst (he Inwlesa mob aren benefit 
to the‘ pow: rs that bo,’ ‘The position taken 
up by Sir Robert Hart, for of courae we 
must ageume him responsible, does not there. 
fore appeal to ua as being either rational or 
wise. [t is moreover inoonsisteat with the 
policy pursued in Shanghai. Presisely the 
same conditions obtain there, and if in 
Shanghai, (aa is tho esse) members of tha 
Customs service are permitted ‘to join the 
volunteers, why not also in Tientsin? Again, 
it is remarkable that nothing of all this 
| should have been heard af in 1891. In that 
year, when (rouble threatened, the Tiestsin 
Commissioner himself took a leading part ia 
organising « seheme of defence. Where 
was the impropriety three years 
ago? What has happened in tho 
meantime to make action, considered polilia 
then, impolitic now P ‘Thes are hard quos- 
tiana, the answers to which wouldbe interest. 
ing. Another point suggests itself. Tho 
primary duty of ail Customs’ wen (at least 
80 it bas been atated) is to defend tha brioke 
and mortar of the Custom Heuse, Who 
dhen ia expected ta protect their domestic 
belonginge P Does the duty devolve upon 
ihe rest of the residents, in conjunction wilb 
the men from the gun-boats? Surely this 
plaoea the married member: of the EM.C. 
in an invidious poaition, ‘Their frienda 
muat ight, to protect their wives and ohil- 
dren, while they remain within thelteriog 
wally! And surely this plea of protecting 
the Custom House ts, after all, somewhat far. 
fetehed. The Custom House will be pra 
teeled, along with all other houses inside 
the concessions, at the barricades, ievp 
n mob wore to penetrate ao far inte the con- 
cesrinns, the Custom Huuze could not possi- 
bly be held. Alleffective fighting must take 
place Further ont. 
into the concessiuna tie game would be up. 
Weare not unmindful of the aasaranee that

en the hard ground. The common soldier is 
well disciplined and very intelligent. Tha 
non-commissioned officers are well trained, 
and are jullof vigour and dash. For this 
Toasnn the regularity of German .taotics—by 
which tho arny is now influcuced to o great 
extent—is unsuited to their charnoter. It ia 
equally unsaited to the nature of tho 
country, in whieh the only fortresses are the 
rivers, Tho villages, being built of wood 
aud struw, aro utterly useless as shelter, aa 
balls of the smallest oalilre would very scan 
play liavoe with them. The only natural 
obstacles are the woods. Of these—but more 
particularly of the rice plantations—the in- 
fantry have learnt te muke excellent use, 


The cavalry, on the otber bend, ars the 
weakest porlion of the army. The men, and 
even tho officers, are badly Tounted aud ride 
badly. The horses have no‘ go’ in them. 
They trot badly, gallop not at all, acd could 
not compare in speed with a‘ jinrikisha’ 
runner, who can sasily accomplish hia forty 
milea in a little over eight hours,
